The 2001 Mason yearbook, manufactured by 
Jostens Publishing Company, Winston-Sa- 
lem, NC, was supervised by representatives 
John Bailey and Jenny Caskey as well as in- 
plant representative Terri Finn. The 192-page 
book was printed on 80 lb. glossy paper and 
contained 32 pages of color. The endsheets 
were gray and the lithographed cover con- 
tained Red (100%) with graphics in white 
(100%) and black (100%) and black (100%) 
lettering. Body copy and captions were writ- 
ten in varying sizes of AGaramond, and head- 
lines were in varying sizes of Mistral, ITC 
Oficina, Poetica Chanceryl, Trajan, Sanvito 
Roman, New Berolina MT, and Caflisch Script. 
To develop the concept of “Falling in Line” 
Amy Perlman and Mary Prendergast created 
line-related subheadings for each page com- 
pleted by line-based features. The idea was to 
use the theme of lines to show the varying 
activities, feelings, and personalities of the 
student body. 

The book was Macintosh produced using 
Pagemaker 6.5, Clarisworks, and Jostens 
yeartech software (NO microsoft software 
used) and was submitted on zip disk and cd. 
Senior and underclass portraits were taken by 
Segall-Majestic, Baltimore, MD. The book's 
pressrun was 480, and the book was sold for 
50.00 year-round.
